He was oppressed, and he was 
afflicted, yet-he opened not his— 
mouth: he is brought as a lamb to 
the slaughter, and as a sheep before 
her shearers is dumb, so he openeth 
not his mouth. 
He was taken away through 
oppression and judgment: and 
who of his generation consider- 
eth that he was cut off out of the 
land of the living? that for the 
transgression of my people he 
was Stricken? .

Let this mind be in you, which was 
also in Christ Jesus, 
Who, being in the form of God, 
did not reckon his equality with 
God a thing to be clung to; 
But emptied himself, taking the 
form of a servant, and was made 
in the likeness of men; 
And being found in fashion as 
a man, he humbled himself; and 
became obedient unto death, 
even the death of the cross. 
Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted him, and given him that 
name which is above every name; 
That at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of beings in 
heaven, and on earth, and under 
the earth; 
And that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, 
to the glory of God the Father. 
Heb. 7: 24-27. 
But he, because he abideth for 
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ever, hath an unchangeable 
priesthood. 


Wherefore he is able also to save | 


| 
| 


them to the uttermost who come | 


unto God by him, seeing he ever | 


liveth to. make intercession for 
them. 
For such a high priest became 
us, holy, harmless, undefiled, 
separate from sinners, and made 
higher than the heavens; 
Who needeth not daily, as those 
high priests, to offer up sacrifice, 


first for his own sins, and then for 


the people’s; for this he did once | 


for all, when he _ offered 
himself. 
Heb. 4: 14-16. 


Seeing then that we have a great 
high priest, that is passed into 
the heavens, Jesus the Son of 
God, let us hold fast our con- 
fession. 

For we have not a high priest who 


cannot be touched with the feeling | 


of our infirmities; but was in all 
points tempted like as we are, yet 
without sin. 
Let us therefore come boldly 
unto the throne of grace, that 


we may obtain mercy, and find | 


grace for help in time of need.

The Holy Spirit 
St. John 14: 15-17, 26. 
If ye love me, keep my command- 


ments. 
And I will pray the Father, and 


up | 


he shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with 
you for ever; 
Even the Spirit of truth; whom 
the world cannot receive, because 
it seeth him not, neither knoweth 
him: but ye know him; for he 
dwelleth with you, and shall be 
in you. 
The Comforter, the Holy Spirit, 
whom the Father will send in 
my name, he shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to 
your remembrance, whatsoever 
I have said unto you.

And when he is come, he will 
convict the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment:

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EIGHTEENTH READING 
The Fruits of the Spirit 
Gal. 5: 16-25. 
Now I say, Walk in the Spirit, 
and ye shall not fulfil the desire 
of the flesh. 


For the flesh lusteth against the 
Spirit, and the Spirit against the 


flesh: and these are contrary the 


one to the other: so that ye may 
not do the things that ye would. 
But if ye are led of the Spirit, ye 
are not under the law. 
Now the works of the flesh are 
manifest, which are these: 
Adultery, fornication, unclean- 
ness, lasciviousness, 
Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, vari-

And they that are Christ’s have 
crucified the flesh with its passions 
and desires. 


If we live by the Spirit, let us 
also walk by the Spirit.

I understand more than the 
ancients, because I keep thy 
precepts. 
I have refrained my feet from 
every evil way, that I might keep 
thy word. 
I have not departed from thy 
judgments: for thou hast taught 
me. 
How sweet are thy words unto my 
taste! yea, sweeter than honey to 
my mouth! 
Through thy precepts I get 
understanding: therefore I hate 
every false way. 
Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, 
and a light unto my path.

But continue thou in the things 
which thou hast learned and 
hast been assured of, knowing 
from whom thou hast learned;

For the word of God is living, and 
powerful, and sharper than any 
two-edged sword, piercing even to 
the dividing asunder of soul and 
and of the joints and 
marrow, and judgeth the thoughts 
and reasonings of the heart. 


TWENTIETH READING 
Provisions of the Gospel . 


Rom, 5: 1-21. 
Therefore being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ; 
Through whom also we have 
had our access by faith into this 
grace wherein we stand, and 
rejoice in hope of the glory of 
God. 
And not only so, but we glory 
in tribulations also; knowing that 
tribulation worketh patience; 
And patience, experience; and 
experience, hope: 
And hope maketh not ashamed; 
because the love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Spirit that hath been given 
unto us. 
For when we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died 
for the ungodly. 
For scarcely for a righteous man 
will one die: yet peradventure for 
a good man some would even dare 
to die. 
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But God commendeth his own 
love toward us, in that, while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for 
us. 


Much more then, being now justi- 
fied in his blood, we shall be saved 
from wrath. through him. 
For if, when we were enemies, 
we were reconciled to God 
through the death of his Son, 
much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved through his 
life. 
And not only so, but we also joy 
in God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, through whom we have 
now received the reconciliation. 


Wherefore, as through one man 
Sin entered into the world, and 
death. by sin; and so death 
passed upon all men, for that all 
sinned; 
For prior to the law sin was in 
the world, but sin is not reckoned 
when there is no law. 
Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them 
that had not sinned after the 
likeness of Adam’s transgres- 
sion, who is the figure of him 
who was to come. 
But not as the offence, so also is 
the free gift. For if through the 
offence of one the many died, much 
more the grace of God, and the 
gift by the grace of the one man, 
Jesus Christ, hath abounded unto 
the many. 
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And not as through one that 
sinned is the gift; for the 
judgment was through one unto 
condemnation, but the free gift 
is from many offences unto 
justification. 
For if by the offence of the one, 
death reigned by the one, much 
more they who_ receive the 
abundance of the grace and of the 
gift of righteousness shall reign in 
life through the one, Jesus Christ. 
Therefore as in result one 
offence reached unto all men 
unto condemnation, even so the 
one righteous act reaches unto 
all unto justification of life. 
For as by the one man’s disobedi- 
ence the many were constituted 
sinners, so by the obedience of the 
one shall the many be constituted 
righteous. 
Moreover the law came in by 
the way, that the offence might 
abound. But where sin abounded, 
grace did much more abound. | 
That as sin hath reigned in death, 
even so might grace reign through 
righteousness unto eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.

Isa, 55. 
Ho, every one that thirsteth, come 
ye to the waters, and he that hath 
no money; come ye, buy, and eat;

The same came to Jesus by 
night, and said unto him, Rabbi, 
we know that thou art a teacher 
come from God: for no man 
can do these miracles that thou 
doest, except God be with him. 
Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God. 
Nicodemus saith unto him, How 
can a man be born when he is 
old? can he enter a _ second 
time into his mother’s womb, 
and be born? 
Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be 
born of water and of the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the kingdom 


| of God. 


That which is born of the flesh 
is flesh; and that which is born 
of the Spirit is spirit. 

Marvel not that I said unto thee, 

Ye must be born again. 
The wind bloweth where it will, 
and thou hearest the sound 
thereof, but canst not tell whence 
it cometh, and whither it goeth: 
so is every one that is born of 
the Spirit. 

Nicodemus answered and said unto 


| him, How can these things be? 
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Jesus answered and said unto | 


him, Art thou the teacher of 
Israel, and knowest not these 
things? 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We 
speak that we do know, and testify 
that we have seen; and ye receive 
not our witness. sit 
If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how shall ye 
believe, if I tell you heavenly 
things? 
And no man hath ascended up to 
heaven, but he that came down 
from heaven, even the Son of man 
who is in heaven. 
And as Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness, even 
so must the Son of man be lifted 
up: 
That whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eternal 
life. 
For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. 
For God sent not his Son into the 
world to judge the world; but that 
the world through him might be 
saved. 


TWENTY-FIFTH READING 
The Victories of Faith 
Heb. 11: 1-10. 
Now faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence of 
things not seen. 
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For by it the men of old 
obtained a good testimony. — 
Through faith we understand that 
the worlds were planned by the 
word of God, so that things which 
are seen were not made of things 

which do appear. 
By faith Abel offered unto God 
a more excellent sacrifice than 
Cain, by which he obtained the 
testimony that he was righteous, 
God testifying of his gifts; and 
by it he, being dead, yet 
speaketh. 
By faith Enoch was translated 
that he should not see death; and 
was not found, because God had 
translated him; for before his 
translation he had this testimony, 
that he had pleased God. 
But without faith it is impossible 
to please him; for he that cometh 
to God must believe that he is, 
and that he is a rewarder of 
them that diligently seek him. 


By faith Noah, being warned of 
God of things not seen as yet, 
moved with fear, prepared an ark 
to the saving of his house; by 
which he condemned the world, 
and became heir of the righteous- 
ness which is by faith. 
By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place 
which he should afterward 
receive for an_ inheritance, 
obeyed; and he went out, not 
knowing whither he went. 
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By faith he sojourned in the land | 


of promise, as in a strange country, 
living in tents, with Isaac and 
Jacob, the heirs with him of the 
same promise; 


hath the foundations, 
architect and builder is God. 

Heb, 11: 24-30. 

By faith Moses, when he was come 

to years, refused to be called the 

son of Pharaoh’s daughter ; 
Choosing rather to _— suffer 
affliction with the people of God, 
than to enjoy the pleasures of 
sin for a season; 

Esteeming the reproach of Christ 

greater riches than the treasures 

of Egypt; for he looked away to 

the recompence. 
By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king; 
for he endured, as seeing him 
who is invisible. 

Through faith he kept the pass- 

over, and the sprinkling of blood, 

lest he that destroyed the firstborn 

should touch them. 
By faith they passed through the 
Red Sea as through dry land; 
which the Egyptians attempting 
to do, were drowned. 

By faith the walls of Jericho fell 

down, after they were compassed 

about seven days. 

Heb. 11: 82-40. 
And what shall I more say? for 
the time would fail me to tell of 
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| to life again: 


Gideon, and Barak, and Samson, 
and Jephthah; David also, and 
Samuel, and the prophets; 


Who through faith subdued 


_ kingdoms, wrought righteousness, 
For he waited for the city which | obtained promises, 


whose | 


stopped the 


mouths of lions, 
Quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of the sword, 
out of weakness were made 
strong, waxed valiant in fight, 
turned to flight the armies of the 
aliens. 


Women received their dead raised 
and others were 
tortured, not accepting deliverance; 
that they might obtain a better 
resurrection ; 


And others had trial of mockings 
and scourgings, yea, moreover 
of bonds and imprisonment. 


They were stoned, they were sawn 
asunder, were tempted, were slain 
with the sword: they wandered 
about in sheepskins and goatskins ; 
being destitute, afflicted,  tor- 
mented ; 
(Of whom the world was not 
worthy); they wandered in 
deserts, and mountains, and 
dens and caves of the earth. 


And these all, having obtained 
a good testimony through faith, 
received not the promise: 
God having provided some better 
thing for us, that they without 
us should not be made perfect.

Be kindly affectioned one to 
another with brotherly love; in 
honour preferring one another; 


Not slothful in business; fervent 
in spirit; serving the Lord; 
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Rejoicing in the hope; patient 
in tribulation; persevering in 
prayer; 

Contributing to the necessities of 

the saints; given to hospitality. 
Bless them that persecute you; 
bless, and curse not. 

Rejoice with them that do rejoice, 

and weep with them that weep. 
Be of the same mind one toward 
another. Set not your mind on 
high things, but go along with 
the lowly. Be not wise in your 
own conceits. 

Recompense to no man evil for 

evil. Provide things honest in the 

sight of all men. 
If it be possible, as much as lieth 
in you, live peaceably with all 
men. 

Dearly beloved, avenge not your- 

selves, but rather give place unto 

wrath; for it is written, Vengeance 

is mine; I will repay, saith the 

Lord. 
But, If thine enemy hunger, feed 
him; if he thirst, give hina drink;

Be not overcome by evil, but

And be found in him, not having 
my own righteousness, which is of 
the law, but that which is through 
faith in Christ, the righteousness 
which is from God, through faith; 
That I may know him, and the 
power of his resurrection, and 
the fellowship of his sufferings, 
being made conformable unto 
his death; 
If by any means I might attain 
unto the resurrection from the 
dead.

Beloved, believe not every spirit, 
but try the spirits whether they 
are of God: because many false 
prophets are gone out into the 
world.

The righteous shall see it, and 
rejoice: and all iniquity shall 
stop her mouth.
